We 
did not employ an investigator from my district or State and,' 
with one exception, all of the investigators were employed upon 
the recommendation of outstanding Democrats, including New Deal 
members of Congress. Not until it was apparent that the Committee 
was determined to proceed, even in the face of staggering odds 
and terrific pressure, was there any gesture of help from anyone. 
And f rom whom did this gesture cone? . None other than the Secretary 
of the^LaFollette Civil Liberties Copaiittee. He telephoned met. 
that he could get us departmental help and, -sure enough, as wi£L 
be verified by all members of our Committee present at the time^ 
two men sent by the Secretary of the LaFollette Committee tendered 
their services to our Committee in executive session. One 4 had 
been placed on the WPA payroll, as was admitted by Harry Hopkins 
in his letter of September 17th to the President, and the other 
was on the payroll of either the Department 'of Justice or the 
LaFollette Committee. The members of our' Committee present were 
dumbfounded to learn that a clerk of another committee had more 
influence in securing help for our committee, in compliance with 
the Resolution of the House of Representatives, than we did.

Pursuant: to your instructions and the authority v 
of the Directory Mr. Ray Nixon of the HCUA was telephonical 
contacted on the afternoon of August 8> 1951, at which time 
he was thanked for his courtesy and interest in calling 
the Bureau as he did on August 7, 1951. , At this time Mr. 
Nixon was informed that any line of questioning of General 
Willoughby the HCUA desires to pursue will not interfere 
with the Bureau 1 s work. The writer did advise Mr. Nixon 
that the Bureau would be appreciative of receiving any 
information from him which he, Nixon, believes of interest 
to the Bureau's investigative work- and jurisdiction. 
Mr. Nixon stated that he certainly would be glad to 
advise the Bureau informally if such information comes 
to his attention. He went on to point out that he will 
have a part in the questioning of General Willoughby and 
that he is in a position to direct the line of questioning 
in such a manner as to clarify any situation or incident 
or, as he put it, to n iron out any wrinkles. " Mr. Nixon 
said that if the Bureau desired to call him informally 
and make any suggestion as to any line of questioning, he 
would be glad to undertake it and such questioning would 
be coming from him and not from the Bureau.

Mr. Nixon went on to state that he and his co-workers are 
preparing the questions which will be put to General Willoughby and 3 
in so many words 3 Nixon indicated that their questioning could be 
guided along certain desired lines. Mr. Nixon said that he 3 as a 
f°IMSX^^T^au employee who has the Bureau f s interests at hear 
knows the trouble to which the Bureau "can be put byT improper inter- 
pretations or implications which might arise over testimony given 
before a Congressional committee . He went on to state that General 
Willoughby has even suggested that there be an n under the table 
liaison" between the Bureau and the HCUA relative to his proposed 
testimony. Mr. Nixon said that General Willoughby is aware that 
there can be no interchange of information between the Bureau and 
the HCUA. 

Mr. Nixon stated with regard to the questioning of General 
Willoughby that 3 of course^ the members of the committee are in 
no position to evaluate the true significance of names y incidents 
or situations and that y of necessity 3 the questioning will have to 
be either prepared for or done by the staff pf the HCUA. Mr. Nixon 
also stated he wished to advise the Bureau confidentially that General 
Vfilloughby is to testify before the McCarran committee on 8/9. In

Mr. Nixon 
said in his opinion the MeCarran Committee cannot go too far in its 
questioning of general Willoughby because it is not in ,p oss ession 
of the General r s reports (the reports of the Far East Command relative 
to the Sorge case and related espionage and subversive activities in 
the Far East). He said that the HCUA, of course, is in no position 
to control the nature or character of the questioning by the MeCarran 
Committee.
